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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA. 


Stretford  is  the  largest  Urban  District  in  the  County  of 
Lancashire,  and  has  a  population  larger  than  that  of  any 
of  the  Municipal  (Non-County)  Boroughs  in  the  County. 
On  the  north-east  side  the  boundary  abuts  on  to  the  Hulme 
district  of  Manchester  and  in  this  part  of  the  district  is  found 
the  greatest  density  of  population.  On  the  northern  side 
the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  marks  the  boundary  along  the 
Trafford  Park,  once  the  delightful  home  of  the  de  Trafford 
family,  converted  through  the  amazing  industrial  develop¬ 
ments  of  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  into  one  of  the  busiest 
commercial  and  industrial  areas  of  the  country.  The 
southern  side  spreads  along  the  main  Manchester  to  Chester 
Road  to  the  Urban  District  of  Sale  in  the  County  of  Cheshire. 

The  social  conditions  of  the  district  are,  generally 
speaking,  good.  The  Council  has  done  much  to  relieve  the 
shortage  of  houses  but  the  demand  is  still  great  and  there 
are  many  instances  of  several  families  living  in  one  house, 
and  even  of  whole  families  living  in  one  rocm.  There  is  no 
particular  occupation  exercising  influence  on  the  public 
health,  and  there  have  been  no  causes  of  sickness  and 
invalidity  which  have  been  specially  noteiworthy  during  the 
last  live  years.

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There  are  comparatively  few  cases  of  extreme  poverty 
in  the  district.  The  amount  of  out-door  relief  granted  during 
1925  was  £4,239  5s.  lOd.,  and  the  number  of  persons  receiving 
relief  was  897. 

The  latest  report  of  the  local  Civic  Guild  of  Help 
(1924-25)  shews  that  106  families  received  temporary 
assistance,  the  average  duration  being  eleven  weeks.  In 
addition  there  were  16  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Guild  in  the 
capacity  of  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  in  accordance 
with  the  arrangement  with  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Department.  The  facilities  afforded  by  the  Council  for 
the  gratuitous  treatment  in  hospital  of  infectious  diseases 
are  freely  used  (see  Table  ix.).  The  supply  of  free  milk  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  to  children  undei  three 
years  of  age  (see  page  53)  and  the  payment  of  fees  for  medical 
attendance  under  the  Midwives  Act  (see  page  55)  give  further 
indications  of  the  economic  circumstances  of  the  area.

The  number  of  deaths  shewn  in  Table  III.  is  the  number 
corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 

422  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year 
1925  (208  males,  214  females,  and  one  newly-born  child  whose 
sex  is  unknown  owing  to  the  state  of  decomposition  in  which 
the  body  was  taken  from  the  canal)  ;  15  deaths  of  non¬ 

residents  occurred  in  the  district,  and  150  Stretford  residents 
died  outside  the  district.  The  nett  number  of  deaths  of 
Stretford  residents  occurring  within  or  without  the  district 
was  573.  Of  this  number  214  (or  37  per  cent.)  of  the  total 
deaths  occurred  after  the  age  of  65  years.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospital  Accommodation  available — 

1.  For  accommodation  for  small-pox  the  Council  pays 
a  retaining  fee  of  £120  per  annum  for  six  beds  at  the 
Drinkwater  Park  Small-pox  Hospital  of  the  Salford 
Corporation. 

2.  Other  Infectious  Diseases  are  admitted  to  the 
Ladywell  Sanatorium,  Salford,  as  accommodation  is  available, 
at  a  charge  of  four  guineas  per  week  per  patient.  The 
Salford  Corporation  is  unable  to  renew  the  Agreement  with 
the  Council,  which  lias  been  in  operation  for  the  last  twenty- 
two  years.  There  is  an  obvious  insecurity  in  the  present 
position,  since  epidemics  in  the  district  usually  occur 
simultaneously  with  similar  conditions  in  the  adjoining 
cities  of  Manchester  and  Salford,  and  the  demand  for  beds 
is  likely  to  be  greatest  when  there  is  danger  that  accommoda¬ 
tion  mav  not  be  available.  The  Council  has  under 
consideration  alternative  provision  against  such  an  event. 

3.  There  is  no  hospital  provision  within  the  district  for 
Maternity  Cases  at  the  present  time,  but  arrangements  have 
been  approved  which  will  provide  adequate  accommodation 
for  this  class  of  case  in  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  to 
be  opened  in  the  year  1926.  Very  valuable  assistance  is 
given  by  the  Manchester  Hospitals,  especially  the  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital  for  Women. 

4.  The  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital,  the  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  Manchester,  and  all  the 
Manchester  hospitals  are  supported  by  the  Council  and  are 
largely  used  by  the  Stretford  residents.  The  local  hospital 
already  mentioned  will  augment  the  provision  available. 

5.  There  is  no  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
in  the  district.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  arranges  for 
the  hospital  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  this  disease. 
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There  is  no  Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers 
or  illegitimate  infants  in  the  area. 

There  is  a  Home  in  the  district,  conducted  by  the  Waifs’ 
and  Strays’  Society  (Church  of  England),  which  provides  for 
orphan,  homeless  ?md  destitute  girls. 

The  Henshaw’s  Institution  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Roval 
vSchools  for  the  Beat,  situated  in  the  district,  occupy  very 
prominent  positions  among  similar  institutions  in  the  Country. 

Ambulance  facilities — 

(a)  Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  the  motor  ambulance 
of  the  Salford  Corporation. 

(b)  Two  motor  ambulances  belonging  to  the  Council, 
garaged  at  the  Cleansing  Depot,  are  available  day  and  night 
for  the  removal  of  cases  of  accident  or  sudden  illness,  and  by 
arrangement  for  cases  requiring  hospital  or  surgical  treatment.

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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home — • 

(a)  General. — The  Stretford  War  Memorial  Red  Cross 
Public  Nursing  Service,  instituted  in  1922  as  a  War  Memorial, 
provides  the  services  of  three  whole-time  nurses  engaged  in 
the  district.  Under  the  present  arrangement  three  nurses 
are  employed  from  the  Hulme  District  Nurses’  Home  of  the 
Manchester  and  Salford  District  Nursing  Institution.  The 
War  Memorial  Nursing  Service  pays  the  sum  of  £200  per 
annum  for  each  of  the  three  nurses.  The  Council  appoints 
three  of  the  seven  Trustees  of  the  Nursing  Service. 

(h)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — There  is  no  organised 
provision  for  the  home  nursing  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Midwives — 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Supervising 
Authority.  There  are  sixteen  midwives  registered  and 
practising  in  the  area.  No  midwife  is  employed  or  subsidised 
by  the  Urban  District  Council  or  by  the  County  Council. 
The  Midwifery  Service  would  appear  to  be  adequate,  but 
midwives  complain  of  the  competition  of  uncertihed  women. 

Chemical  Work — 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
chemical  analysis  and  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.

The  work  of  the  Pubhc  Health  Department  is  in  no  way 
co-ordinated  with  the  medical  and  ancillary  services  of 
National  Health  Insurance  or  of  the  Poor  Law, 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water — 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Manchester 
Corporation,  with  the  exception  of  three  wells  which  serve 
two  farms  and  twenty  houses. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  good  and  the  supply  is 
constant.  Approximately  11,788  dwelling-houses  receive  a 
direct  supply.  There  are  no  dwelling-houses  supplied  by 
stand  pipe. 

There  is  a  possibility  of  contamination  of  the  well  water 
from  the  surrounding  land  under  cultivation.  There  is  no 
liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  there  is  no  insufficiency 
of  supply. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams — 

Only  one  instance  of  the  contamination  of  a  stream  was 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department,  and  after  extensive 
investigation  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Conservancy  Board. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — 

The  following  information  has  been  kindly  supplied  by 
the  Surveyor  : — 

The  District  is  in  the  watershed  of  two  rivers  :  the  Irwell 
(canalised  and  now  the  Ship  Canal)  draining  the  North- 
Easterly  portion,  and  the  Mersey  the  South-Westerly  area. 
The  sewage  from  the  northern  end  of  the  District  comprising 
1,636  acres  (known  as  the  Northern  Drainage  area)  flows  to 
the  Manchester  Main  Outfall  sewers  and  is  treated  at  the 
Disposal  Works  at  Davyhulme.  The  southern  half  of  the 
District  in  the  watershed  of  the  Mersey  drains  to  the  Council’s 
Sewage  Works  at  the  extreme  south-westerly  boundary  of 
Stretford.  Sewage  is  here  pumped  and  passes  through 
sedimentation  tanks  before  final  treatment  on  the  land. 
The  area,  120  acres,  is  irrigated  from  elevated  tanks  to  which 
the  sewage  is  lifted  by  electrical  pumping  plant  and  will 
serve  the  District  and  ordinary  development  for  many  years. 
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The  drainage  system  is  of  a  satisfactory  character. 
There  are  only  lifteen  houses  on  tlie  outskirts  of  the  district 
which  do  not  drain  into  a  public  sewer. 


All  new  drains  are  tested  by  the  hydraulic  system  at  the 
time  of  laying.  Old  drains  are  inspected  by  the  smoke  test. 


The  sewers  are  controlled  by  the  Highways  Department 
and  are  periodically  flushed  from  an  800  gallon  tank.

The  majority  of  the  pail  closets  are  on  the  docks  of  the 
Manchester  Ship  Canal,  where  there  are  no  sewers.  The 
Council  contributes  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  Five 
Pounds  per  waste  water  closet  converted  into  a  water  closet. 
Washdown  pedestal  closets  are  provided  for  all  new  property.

Scavenging — 

The  refuse  of  the  district  is  removed  partly  by  motor  and 
partly  by  horse  transport,  by  the  Council’s  Cleansing 
Department,  and  the  present  arrangements  are  efficient  and 
satisfactory. 

There  is  only  one  privy  midden  in  the  district  at  an  out¬ 
lying  farm. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  partly  by  combustion  and  partly 
by  tipping.  The  refuse  destructor  situated  at  the  Empress 
Street  Depot,  Cornbrook,  is  of  the  Meldrum’s  ''  Front  Feed  ” 
Type,  and  was  re-constructed  in  1923.

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  under  Article 
19  (12)  of  the  Sanitary  Offlcers’  Order,  1922,  is  included  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 


Smoke  Abatement — 

During  the  year  1925,  forty-six  smoke  observations  have 
been  taken.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance 
and  the  defendant  was  fined  Five  Pounds  and  Two  Guineas 
costs. 

The  time  limit  allowed  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke 
is  two  minutes  per  half  hour. 
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Offensive  Trades — 

The  only  Offensive  Trade  at  present  established  in  the 
area  is  that  of  a  Fish  Fryer.  There  are  thirty-six  registered 
premises.  Byelaws  are  at  present  under  consideration  for 
the  control  of  all  offensive  trades. 


Common  Lodging  Houses,  etc. — 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district  and 
no  houses  which  are  technically  recognised  as  “  let  in 
lodgings.”  The  present  housing  shortage  is  responsible  for 
the  sub-letting  of  portions  of  many  houses,  but  the  conditions 
do  not  appear  to  justify  the  inclusion  of  such  premises  as 
houses  “  let  in  lodgings.” 


Schools — 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  public 
elementary  schools  has  been  fully  dealt  with  in  the  report  of 
the  school  medical  officer.  The  surroundings  and  general 
condition  of  the  five  Council  schools  are  satisfactory.  Four 
of  the  non-provided  schools  have  been  reported  upon 
adversely  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Schools,  and  conferences  are 
in  progress  between  the  Authority  and  the  respective  managers. 

The  method  adopted  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
infection  has  been  the  careful  exclusion  of  individual  children, 
for  which  purpose  the  school  medical  officer  and  nurses  have 
paid  frequent  visits  to  the  schools  to  advise  teachers  and  to 
seek  out  likely  sources  of  infection.  As  far  as  possible, 
children  recovering  from  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  have  been 
examined  by  the  school  medical  officer  before  returning  to 
school. 

It  has  not  been  considered  desirable  in  any  instance  to 
advise  the  closure  of  a  school  or  a  department.  It  has  been 
repeatedly  demonstrated  that  such  procedure  is  rarely  useful 
as  a  preventive  measure,  as  the  children  are  exposed  to 
infection  outside  school  by  frequent  intermingling  in  each 
other’s  homes,  in  cinemas,  and  in  tramcars. 
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The  general  principle  has  been  adopted  as  laid  down  in 
the  revised  Memorandum  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Board  of  Education,  dated  June,  1925,  that 
“  if  the  power  to  exclude  individual  children  he  used  to  the  best 
advantage,  it  is  only  in  special  and  quite  exceptional  cases  that 
it  will  he  necessary  to  close  a  school  in  the  interests  of  piihlic 

health . School  closure  interferes  seriously  and 

unjustifiably  with  the  education  of  the  scholars,  and  it  deprives 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  School  Medical  Officer 
of  information  respecting  attacks  in  their  early  stage,  or 
illness  of  a  doubtful  nature,  which  would  be  obtainable  if 
the  schools  were  kept  open." 


HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area — 

{a)  The  normal  pre-war  increase  in  number  of  houses  was 
about  350  per  annum  ;  the  average  provision  for  the  past 
five  years,  including  those  erected  by  the  Council,  is  round  250 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  present  shortage  is  near  1,500. 

{h)  The  Council  have  erected  867  houses  to  date  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  1919-1924,  and  work  is  in  hand  or  contracts 
placed  for  322  others.  Additional  land  has  been  obtained  to 
accommodate  a  further  350  houses  and  the  Council  propose 
to  continue  building  as  occasion  offers.  Subsidy  grants  have 
been  paid  in  respect  of  264  houses  and  certihcates  issued  for 
other  255  houses  to  be  completed  by  March,  1927. 

The  general  conditions  are  fair  on  the  average.  There 
is  some  congested  property  in  Old  Trafford  to  be  dealt  with 
as  obstructive  dwellings  and  a  scheme  is  at  present  under 
consideration. 


Changes  in  the  Population  during  the  Quinquennium — 

The  population  according  to  the  Census  of  1921  was 
46,535  ;  owing  to  the  difference  subsequently  discovered,  and 
due  mainly  to  the  omission  of  shipping  and  institution  returns, 
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the  figures  were  amended  by  the  Registrar  General  to  the 
revised  population  of  47,030.  The  Registrar  General’s 
estimated  populations  for  the  district  since  the  last  Census  are 
given  below  : —

The  estimates  of  population  as  on  30th  June,  1925,  have 
been  based  on  the  adjusted  1921  figures  after  an  allowance 
for  the  varying  rates  of  natural  increase  as  evidenced  by  the 
births  and  deaths  in  the  area,  and  of  migration,  as  indicated 
from  other  sources  of  information,  and  are  supplied  only  for 
use  in  vital  statistics.  It  would  not  appear  that  there  has 
been  any  decrease  in  the  population,  but  with  the  natural 
growth  of  the  district  and  the  continued  demand  for  houses 
it  will  be  safe  to  assume  that  the  actual  population  exceeds 
the  estimate. 


Overcrowding — 

There  is  no  statistical  information  available,  but  a  large 
number  of  houses  is  occupied  by  several  families.  This  is 
entirely  due  to  the  shortage  of  houses,  and  the  Housing 
Department  of  the  Council  is  working  steadily  to  reduce  the 
waiting  list  of  1,500  applications  for  Council  houses.  More 
than  1,000  houses  have  already  been  erected  or  are  in  course 
of  erection  under  the  Council’s  Housing  Scheme. 

Recommendations  from  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  made  to  the  Housing  Department  in  support  of  applications 
for  houses  from  persons  living  under  conditions  of  over¬ 
crowding,  but  there  is  considerable  difficulty  in  making 
provision  for  many  such  applicants. 


Fitness  of  Houses — 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  good. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  are 
defective  gutters,  defective  house  roofs,  necessity  for  pointing 
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of  brickwork,  and  defective  rainwater  pipes.  These  defects 
are  chiefly  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  management  and 
supervision  by  the  owners,  rather  than  to  negligent  abuse  or 
wilful  damage  by  tenants. 

The  general  action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses  under — 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Acts, 

(h)  The  Housing  Acts, 

is  indicated  in  the  detailed  statistics  set  out  on  page  29. 

There  has  been  no  special  difficulty  in  effecting  certain 
necessary  improvements,  e.g.  : — the  abolition  of  waste  water 
closets  and  of  dry  ashpits.  Interviews  and  correspondence 
with  owners  in  specific  instances  have  occasionally  been 
successful,  and  attempts  are  being  made  to  obtain  desirable 
improvements  in  this  way.  The  Council  has  no  legal 
authority  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  re-construction  of 
ashplaces  and  owners  are  frequently  unwilling  to  incur  expense 
without  statutory  compulsion. 

There  are  176  pail  closets  and  200  waste  water  closets 
frequently  a  source  of  nuisance,  and  considerable  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  attempts  to  obtain  conversions. 
There  are  also  770  dry  ashpits  remaining  as  a  result  of  previous 
conversions.  The  conversion  of  obsolete  closets  into  waste 
water  closets  has  resulted  in  a  dry  ashpit  between  two  water 
closet  compartments,  rendering  subsequent  abolition  of  the 
ashpit  a  difiicult  problem.  Bricked  up  ashplaces  breed  flies, 
rats  and  other  vermin  ;  open  cul-de-sacs  provide  opportunity 
for  committing  a  nuisance. 

Unhealthy  Areas — 

Preliminary  stages  have  been  completed  for  a  scheme 
of  improvement  of  a  congested  area  adjoining  the  Manchester 
boundary,  to  be  dealt  with  as  obstructive  dwellings  under 
the  Housing  Act.  Financial  considerations  and  the  shortage 
of  houses  have  deterred  the  Council  from  earlier  action  ii; 
this  matter, 
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Bye-laws  Relating  to  Houses,  to  Houses  let  in  Lodgings,  and  to 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  'etc. — 

Bye-laws  relating  to  the  erection  of  houses  are  mainly 
operated  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  The  testing  of  all 
new  drains  under  these  bye-laws  is  the  only  duty  devolving 
upon  the  Public  Health  Department.  There  are  no  bye-laws 
governing  houses  let  in  lodgings,  tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.  The 
Council’s  bye-laws  are  at  present  being  amended  and  new 
bye-laws  are  in  preparation. 

General  and  Miscellaneous — 

There  is  abundant  evidence  that  many  householders 
improperly  place  vegetable  and  other  combustible  refuse 
into  dustbins  and  ashplaces.  A  collection  of  large  cinders, 
with  considerable  fuel  value,  will  be  displayed  during  the  next 
Health  Week. 

In  a  previous  Health  Week  Handbook  attention  was 
called  to  this  matter  in  the  following  terms  : — - 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Domestic  Refuse. 

During  the  year  1922  13,016  Tons  of  domestic  refuse 
were  collected  and  dealt  with  at  a  cost  of  £8,332. 

Out  of  this  13,016  tons  there  were  3,172  tons  of  large 
cinders,  over  half-an-inch  in  size. 

This  represents  costly  waste  of  domestic  fuel  and 
unnecessary  burden  on  the  rates. 

192  Tons  of  Vegetable  Refuse,  and 

925  Tons  of  Paper,  are  also  included  in  the  above  total. 

This  was  followed  up  in  a  more  recent  Notice  to 
Householders  issued  by  the  Council  and  worded  as  follows  : — 

Refuse  Removal. 

To  Householders  : — 

The  attention  of  ratepayers  and  the  public  in  general  is 
directed  to  the  proper  use  of  dust  bins  and  ashplaces. 
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The  Council  are  under  no  obligation  to  remove  garden 
refuse  from  dwelling-houses.  This  refuse  should  be  buried 
in  the  garden,  or  preferably  burned.  Where  it  is  impracticable 
to  do  this,  arrangements  may  be  made  with  the  Health 
Department  (Mr.  S.  Massey,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  38, 
Talbot  Road,  Old  Trafford)  for  the  removal  of  the  refuse  at 
a  charge. 

Householders  are  also  urged  to  reduce  the  quantity  of 
refuse  to  be  dealt  with,  by  burning  as  much  of  their  combustible 
refuse  as  possible  and  to  avoid  placing  in  the  refuse  receptacles 
waste  scraps  of  food,  fish  offal,  vegetable  refuse,  etc. 

By  complying  with  these  requests  householders  will 
materially  assist  in  the  prevention  of  nuisances  and  in  the 
reduction  of  the  cost  of  refuse  disposal.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk— 

There  are  five  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  district  and 
132  registered  purveyors  or  retailers. 

Twenty-five  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the 
local  farms  and  seventeen  samples  of  milk  received  from  farms 
outside  the  district  were  taken  in  course  of  delivery.  The 
average  bacterial  count  per  cubic  centimetre  is  too  high,  and 
the  presence  of  bacillus  coli  is  almost  the  rule.  Eight  samples 
have  been  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  Much  pasteurised 
milk  is  being  sold  in  the  district  without  any  proper 
designation,  and  the  supply  of  milk  in  bottles  is  frequently 
unsatisfactory. 

The  arrangements  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
milk  are  adequate,  but  there  is  need  for  continual  vigilance 
to  ensure  cleanliness  of  premises,  utensils,  and  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  distribution. 

The  Health  Committee  of  the  Council  has  taken  an 
intimate  interest  in  this  problem,  and  has  made  frequent 
inspections  of  premises,  and  interviewed  many  retailers. 
No  ‘‘  Grade  A  ’’  milk  was  sold  in  the  district  during  1925, 
but  efforts  are  being  made  to  induce  retailers  to  obtain 
supplies. 

Applications  for  registration  of  purveyors  or  retailers  of 
milk  are  very  carefully  considered,  and  a  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  expected  both  of  persons  engaged  in  the 
business,  and  of  the  premises.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
applications  in  the  event  of  a  transfer  of  business. 

The  necessity  for  adopting  a  standard  similar  to  that  of 
the  adjoining  City  of  Manchester  is  endorsed  by  the  Council. 
Broadly,  only  such  persons  who  propose  to  conduct  a  purely 
dairy  business  in  suitable  premises  are  approved.  The 
applicant  must  be  a  suitable  person,  and  the  premises  must 
be  in  a  satisfactory  sanitary  condition,  properly  lighted  and 
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ventilated,  and  provided  with  suitable  separate  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  cleansing  milk  vessels  and  for  storage  of  milk.  The 
sale  of  milk  cannot  be  satisfactory  from  premises  in  which 
certain  other  articles  are  exposed  for  sale,  such  as  drapery, 
haberdashery,  hosiery,  newspapers,  firewood,  firelighters, 
rubbing  stones,  fish,  game,  vegetables,  fruit,  tobacco,  paraffin, 
or  any  other  article  likely  to  disseminate  dust  or  liable  by 
effluvium  to  affect  milk  undesirably.  The  sale  of  milk  from 
premises  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicants  is  also  undesirable, 
but  for  reasons  not  directly  concerned  with  the  public  health. 

Notices  summoning  applicants  to  appear  to  show  cause 
have  been  served  in  respect  of  refusal  to  register  in  eight 
cases,  and  in  respect  of  removal  from  register  in  two  cases. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1923,  only 
two  applications  have  been  received  for  licences.  These  were 
supplementary  licences  for  the  retail  distribution  of  pasteurised 
milk,  the  principal  licences  being  held  from  the  City  of 
Manchester.  It  is  unfortunate  that  milk  treated  by 
pasteurisation  is  sold  without  designation  to  indicate  that 
such  milk  has  been  treated  by  heating. 

During  the  year  a  Conference  was  arranged  between 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  local  farmers,  and 
officials  of  the  Manchester  Branch  of  the  National  Farmers’ 
Union.  Mr.  Holmes,  Dairying  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  kindly  attended  after  visiting  each  of  the  farms, 
and  discussed  the  best  possible  means  of  improving  methods 
and  of  raising  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  milk  produced.

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TUBERCULOSIS  IN  MILK. 

No  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  four  samples  of  milk 
taken  from  farms  in  the  district. 

Thirty-six  samples  have  been  taken  in  the  district  in 
course  of  delivery,  and  live  of  these  were  found  to  contain 
tubercle  bacilli.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  action 
taken  : — 

1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Veterinary  Surgeon 

visited  the  farm  and  were  informed  that  an  animal 
which  was  probably  the  offender  had  been  disposed 
of.  The  information  was  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  farm  is  situated 
and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  a 
communication  was  received  later  that  the  suspected 
cow  had  been  sent  to  the  Manchester  abattoirs  to  be 
slaughtered.  The  amount  realised  on  the  carcase 
was  only  £4  9s.  7d. 

2.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Veterinary  Surgeon 

visited  the  farm  and  took  samples  from  two  suspected 
cows.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district 
and  of  the  County  in  which  the  farm  is  situated  were 
informed,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
afterwards  wrote  stating  that  the  cows  had  been 
slaughtered,  and  the  carcases,  udders  and  offals  were 
so  badly  affected  with  tuberculosis  that  it  had  been 
necessary  to  condemn  the  whole. 

3.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Veterinary  Surgeon 

examined  all  the  cows  on  the  farm.  One  cow  was 
found  to  be  emaciated,  and  in  an  advanced  state  of 
tuberculosis,  with  dehnite  signs  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder.  The  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  were 
communicated  with,  and  a  letter  was  received  from 
the  former  stating  that  the  cow  in  question  had  been 
destroyed. 
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4.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Con¬ 

solidation)  Act,  1915,  which  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  September,  1925,  the  particulars  were  sent 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who 
replied  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
district  in  which  the  farm  is  situated  will  take  the 
appropriate  action  under  the  Act.

All  meat  slaughtered  in  the  district  is  inspected.  There 
has  been  no  request  for  the  marking  of  meat  under  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations. 

All  diseased  meat  condemned  or  surrendered  is  destroyed 
in  the  Council’s  refuse  destructor.  Stalls,  shops,  stores,  and 
vehicles  are  kept  under  observation  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  Regulations. 

The  bulk  of  the  meat  consumed  in  the  district  is  from 
animals  slaughtered  outside  the  district.  Fuller  reference  on 
the  work  of  meat  inspection  is  contained  in  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  thirty-two  bakehouses  which  are  periodically 
inspected,  and  eleven  of  these  are  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Inspector  of  Factories.  The  average  condition  of  the 
premises  is  good,  but  there  is  room  for  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  methods  employed — particularly  with  a  view  to 
minimising  the  handling  of  foodstuffs.  A  higher  standard  of 
personal  cleanliness  is  desirable  in  some  of  the  bakehouses. 
In  several  of  the  bakehouses  modern  machinery  has  effected 
wonderful  improvements,  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
is  very  satisfactory.

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Authority 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  these  Acts. 
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PREVALENCE  OE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Infectious  Diseases  generally — 

There  has  been  no  special  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
calling'  for  attention  during  the  last  five  years.  The  incidence 
of  epidemic  diseases  has  been  similar  to  that  in  the 
surrounding  districts  of  Manchester  and  Salford.  The  disease 
giving  most  cause  for  concern  is  Encephalitis  Lethargica 
(see  Tables  of  Infectious  Diseases).  Thirteen  new  cases  were 
notified  during  1925,  making  a  total  of  forty  cases  since  the 
first  notification  on  19th  May,  1919.  Special  reference  is 
made  to  the  disease  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  in  his  reports 
for  1924  and  1925. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Victoria 
University  of  Manchester.  The  number  of  specimens 
examined  during  1925  are  shown  in  the  Table  on  page  37. 

Suitable  action  is  taken  in  each  individual  case, 
determined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  regard  to 
contacts,  return  cases,  and  carrier  cases.  Visits  to  contacts 
and  suspected  carriers  are  frequently  made  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  appropriate  steps  are  taken. 

Practitioners  regularly  avail  themselves  of  the  Council’s 
provision  of  anti-toxin,  and  generally  speaking  appear  to 
administer  it  promptly,  and  in  sufficient  dosage.  A  supply 
is  kept  within  the  district  at  the  Public  Health  Office,  38, 
Talbot  Road,  Old  Trafford,  and  at  the  three  Police  Stations. 

An  attempt  was  made  during  1925  to  introduce  the 
Schick  Test  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  but  no 
consent  was  forthcoming.

DISINFECTION. 

Facilities  are  available  for  the  disinfection  of  premises 
and  articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  and  for 
the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  their 
belongings.  At  the  Sanitary  Depot,  Empress  Street, 
Cornbrook,  there  is  a  Washington  Lyons  Patent  Steam 
Disinfector,  and  a  portable  sack  steam  disinfector.  Disinfec¬ 
tion  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  formalin  spray,  formalin 
vapour,  and  sulphur  candles.  Full  details  of  the  work  of  this 
section  of  the  Department  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Disinfestation  of  verminous  school 
children  is  dealt  with  in  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Report.'

Orders  for  the  full  supply  of  fresh  milk  were  given  in  a 
number  of  necessitous  cases,  the  cost  of  which,  £33,  was  borne 
by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 
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The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the 
supervision  of  midwives  under  the  Midwives  Acts. 

There  are  three  Child  Welfare  Centres  (four  sessions  per 
week)  at  which  ante-natal  supervision  is  also  exercised  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  entire  services  of  the 
School  Clinics  are  at  the  disposal  of  school  children  under  five 
years  of  age,  and  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  is  carried  out  as  required  at  the  School 
Dental  Clinics.  An  arrangement  was  approved  at  the  end 
of  1925  for  the  part  time  employment  of  two  of  the  school 
nurses  as  health  visitors. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  three  of  the  four 
sessions  each  week  to  give  advice  on  feeding  and  nurture. 
No  treatment  is  undertaken  except  as  indicated  in  the 
preceding  paragraph. 

An  arrangement  is  approved  but  was  not  in  operation 
at  the  end  of  1925  for  the  reception  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  and  young  children,  to  the  local  hospital.  » 


Maternal  Mortality — 

There  have  been  two  maternal  deaths  during  1925,  one 
from  sepsis  and  one  from  other  causes.

Ante- Natal  Work — 

Only  a  limited  amount  of  ante-natal  work  is  done. 
Facilities  exist  but  have  not  been  fully  utilised.  It  is  expected 
that  the  opening  of  the  maternity  section  of  the  local  hospital 
will  contribute  largely  to  the  development  of  the  Councib^ 
ante-natal  work. 
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Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Children,  and  Children 
deprived  of  a  home  with  their  own  Parents — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  deals  with  each  case  under 
this  heading  brought  to  his  notice  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
suitable  provision. 

Supply  of  Food  and  Milk — 

No  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
Arrangements  are  made  with  the  local  chemists  for  the  supply 
of  dried  milk  or  other  prescribed  food  to  be  supplied  at  special 
rates,  and  in  this  arrangement  the  manufacturers  have 
concurred.  Details  of  the  food  and  milk  supplied  during 
1925  are  shown  on  page  53. 

Orthopcedic  Treatment — 

The  Education  Committee’s  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Mr. 
Harry  Platt,  f.r.c.s.,  also  deals  with  cases  referred  from  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Co-ordination — 

There  is  complete  co-ordination  between  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services,  and  the  pre¬ 
school  child  receives  precisely  the  same  care  and  attention  as 
the  school  child  (see  report  for  1924).  This  co-ordination  has 
been  completed  by  the  arrangement  for  the  employment  of 
two  school  nurses  as  health  visitors. 

General — 

There  has  been  no  special  incidence  of  puerperal  fever, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  epidemic  diarrhoea,  or  poliomyelitis. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  have  been  epidemical  but 
were  not  notihable  during  1925.  There  has  been  no  marked 
change  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  these  diseases. 

Details  of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  are  given  on 
page  52. 

In  ten  instances  daring  the  year  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  have  undertaken  the  payment  of  fees  for 
medical  attendance  under  the  Midwives  Act.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
.  1925  on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Staffs. 

During  the  year  twenty-one  waste  water  closets  were 
abolished,  leaving  two  hundred  of  this  type  of  convenience 
Uill  to  be  dealt  with.  During  the  hve  years,  1921-1925,  one 
lundred  and  fourteen  of  these  conveniences  have  been 
abolished  and  have  been  replaced  by  wash-down  pedestal 
clcsets.  The  yard  drains  at  these  houses  have  been 
reconstructed  at  the  same  time  as  the  closet  conversion. 

One  privy  still  remains  in  the  district,  this  being  at  a 
farm  m  the  outskirts  of  the  district  where  there  are  no  sewers 
availaole.  The  receptacle  is  emptied  by  the  farmer. 
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One  hundred  and  hfty-eight  ashpits  (37  single  and  121 
double)  have  been  abolished  during  the  year,  leaving  still 
seven  hundred  and  seventy  to  be  dealt  with.  The  abolished 
receptacles  have  been  replaced  by  moveable  and  covered 
galvanized  iron  dust  bins.  During  the  five  years,  1921-25, 
six  hundred  and  sixty-one  dust  receptacles  have  been  so 
converted. 

The  hrst  two  tables  in  the  report  show  the  types  of 
sanitary  conveniences  and  refuse  receptacles  existing  in  the 
district. 

Reference  to  Housing  inspections  and  inspection  of 
Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  and  of  samples  of  milk 
taken  for  examination  are  omitted,  these  being  dealt  with 
in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

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BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  thirty- three  bakehouses  in  the  district,  viz., 
eleven  factory  bakehouses  and  twenty-two  workshop 
bakehouses. 

Sixty  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  during  the 
year  ;  the  staff  on  such  visits  have  been  instrumental  in 
securing  the  cleansing  and  limewashing  of  the  workrooms, 
the  cleansing  of  tables  and  benches.  In  no  instance  was  it 
necessary  to  serve  notice  to  secure  these  improvements. 


SLAUCxHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  now  only  four  slaughter-houses  in  the  district, 
the  use  of  one  being  discontinued  during  the  year.  Each 
slaughter-house  is  subject  to  an  annual  licence. 

Considerably  more  slaughtering  has  taken  place  in  one 
of  the  slaughter-houses  than  for  some  time  past,  this  together 
with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  has  necessitated  more  frequent  and  extended 
visits  on  behalf  of  the  sanitary  staff.  In  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations  one  slaughter-house  proprietor 
has  fixed  the  days  and  times  of  slaughter,  the  others  notify 
on  each  occasion  of  slaughter. 

Although  attention  has  had  to  be  directed  on  a  few 
occasions  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  serve  any  notices,  the  conditions  being 
remedied  at  the  request  of  the  Inspector. 
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The  following  carcases  and  organs  were  found  to  be 
diseased  and  were  surrendered  to  your  Inspectors  during  the 
year

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Two  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  drawing  attention  to  conditions  which  called  for 
attention  by  this  Authority.  In  each  of  these  instances  notice 
was  served  on  the  occupier  of  the  factory  or  workshop  and  the 
Factory  Inspector  informed  of  the  action  taken. 

There  are  two  firms  in  the  district  employing  outworkers. 
Four  lists  of  outworkers  were  received  from  these  hrms.  Four 
lists  of  outworkers  engaged  by  firms  carrying  on  business  in 
this  district  were  sent  to  neighbouring  authorities,  whilst  two 
lists  of  outworkers  residing  in  this  district  but  engaged  by 
firms  without  the  district  have  been  received  from  other 
authorities.  In  no  instance  was  work  found  to  be  carried 
on  in  unwholesome  premises. 


MANURE  STEADS. 

These  have  been  kept  under  constant  supervision  during 
the  year.  The  weekly  removal  of  manure  from  stalls  is 
required. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Forty-six  observations,  each  of  30  minutes  duration, 
were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  time  concession  fixed  by  the  Health  Committee,  viz., 
two  minutes  in  the  half-hour,  was  exceeded  on  five  occasions  ; 
in  two  instances  these  offences  were  by  a  firm  outside  the 
district.  Legal  proceedings  taken  against  this  firm  resulted 
in  a  fine  of  £5  and  £2  2s,  Od,  costs  being  imposed, 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

1,451  visits  were  made  by  the  Staff  of  the  Department  to 
cases  of  infectious  disease  and  to  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

424  rooms  of  houses  have  been  fumigated.  The  walls 
of  93  rooms  were  stripped  of  paper  and  washed  down  with 
a  disinfectant. 

305  separate  lots  of  bedding  have  been  disinfected  by 
steam.

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SHOPS  ACTS. 

In  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Acts,  1912  and  1913, 
and  of  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Acts,  1920  and  1921,  threr* 
hundred  and  nine  visits  were  made. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

Ninety-nine  licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  and  twenty- 
one  licences  to  store  carbide  of  calcium  were  issued  during 
the  year. 

The  Council’s  requirements  with  respect  to  the  storage 
of  petroleum  spirit  and  carbide  of  calcium,  together  with  all 
licence  forms,  etc.,  were  revised  during  the  year. 

The  work  entailed  in  the  supervision  of  erection  and 
alterations  of  stores  has  greatly  increased  in  recent  years. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT. 

Circulars  were  again  addressed  to  the  occupiers  of  lands 
and  premises  liable  to  rat  infestation  prior  to  “  National  Rat 
Week,”  and  later  in  the  winter  a  film  loaned  from  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  shown  at  two  of  the  local 
picture  houses. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

In  the  second  table  of  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
were  in  the  district  at  the  close  of  the  year  11,352  refuse 
receptacles,  viz.,  10,405  dust  bins,  770  dry  ash-places,  176  pail 
closets  and  one  privy. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dry  ash-places  have  been 
abolished  during  the  year  and  have  been  replaced  by  moveable 
galvanized  iron  dust  bins. 
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In  addition  to  the  weekly  emptying  of  dust  bins,  the 
Department  commenced  in  March  to  empty  all  ash-places 
weekly. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Department  had  in  service, 
in  connection  with  refuse  removal,  the  following  vehicles, 
viz.  ; — 

One  two-ton  motor  lorry. 

vSix  one- ton  motor  lorries. 

One  horse-drawn  vehicle. 

In  addition,  one  horse-drawn  vehicle  is  engaged  on  the 
refuse  tip  carting  soil, and  one  horse-drawn  vehicle  is  engaged 
carting  mortar  and  clinkers  from  the  Depot. 

The  total  weight  of  domestic  refuse  collected  during  the 
year  was  10,787  tons  3  cwts.  3  qrs.  The  estimated  population 
being  48,460;  the  average  weight  of  refuse  produced  per 
person  is  equal  to  4  cwts.  1 .5  qrs.  per  annum,  which  is  slightly 
lower  than  the  preceding  year. 

There  are  11,790  houses  in  the  district.  The  average 
weight  of  refuse  per  house  is  therefore  18  cwts.  1  qr.  5  lbs. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  collection  was  £4,716  Is.  2d.,  or 
8/8f  per  ton. 

4,857  loads  of  domestic  refuse  of  a  total  weight  of  5,025 
tons  13  cwts.  3  qrs.  have  been  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor 
Works,  together  with  190  tons  18  cwts.  3  qrs.  of  trade  refuse 
delivered  at  the  Depot  by  tradesmen. 

5,499  loads  or  5,756  tons  16  cwts.  3  qrs.  have  been  tipped 
at  the  Stretford  Ees  tip. 

106  loads  or  90  tons  2  cwts.  1  qr.  of  refuse,  the  contents 
of  pail  closets  have  been  tipped  at  Hancock’s  farm  for  use 
on  the  land. 
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The  burning  of  the  refuse  resulted  in  the  production  of 
approximately  2,125  tons  of  clictkcr.  Of  this  quantity  1,530 
tons  7  certs.  1  qr.  were  removed  by  our  own  vehicles  to  various 
tips  and  217  tons  6  cwts.  3  c[rs.  were  taken  away  by  others. 
Only  £1  3s.  6d.  was  derived  from  the  sale  of  clinker. 
Approximately  377  tons  of  clinker  were  utilized  in  the 
manufacture  of  mortar. 

The  cost  of  burning  refuse  was  £1,272  19s.  9d.,  or  4/10^ 
per  ton. 

The  cost  of  clinker  removal  was  £376  17s.  Od.,  or  4/11 
per  ton,  making  the  total  cost  of  destruction  £1,649  16s.  9d.,  or 
6/3 J  per  ton. 

The  cost  of  disposal  by  tipping,  including  soiling  over 
the  refuse  was  £832  19s.  6d.,  or  2/10  per  ton. 

10  tons  9  cwts.  2  qrs.  of  flue  dust  and  62  tons  6  cwts.  of 
broken  pots,  etc.,  were  removed  from  the  destructor  to  the 
tip. 

607  tons  3  cwts.  3  qrs.  of  mortar  were  sold.  The  value 
of  the  sales  were  £371  4s.  lOd.,  and  the  cost  of  manufacture 
£267  7s.  Od.  In  addition  there  was  a  profit  of  £39  16s.  lid. 
on  the  cartage  of  mortar,  and  it  is  estimated  that  £62  16s.  8d. 
was  saved  on  clinker  removal  by  the  utilization  of  the  377 
tons  in  mortar  manufacture. 

1,652  bins,  approximating  41  tons,  of  trade  refuse  were 
collected  by  the  Health  Department  and  disposed  of  at  the 
Destructor  Works,  and  15  loads,  approximating  30  tons,  were 
tipped  at  the  Stretford  Ees  by  arrangement. 

The  income  from  the  collection  and  destruction  of  trade 
refuse  was  £64  9s.  4d. 

£1  13s.  Od.  was  received  by  the  sale  of  bottles. 

£160  6s.  8d.  has  been  received  from  the  sale  of  108  tons 
baled  destructor  scrap. 

The  income  from  the  weigh-bridge  at  the  Depot  was 

£11  11s.  Id. 
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fixperiinents  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  the 
manufacture  of  concrete  flags  and  asphalt  from  destructor 
climker.  Flags  of  an  estimated  value  of  /1 6  10s.  Od.  were 
made  and  are  being  used  at  the  Depot,  whilst  asphalt  of  a 
value  of  £23  had  to  be  invoiced  at  the  close  of  the  year.

449  calls  for  service  were  received,  and  498  persons 
were  removed,  as  a  result  of  accident  or  illness,  to  the  under¬ 
mentioned  institutions  or  addresses,  in  the  motor  ambulances 
maintained  by  the  Council. 

The  mileage  covered  by  the  ambulances  was  3237.2. 

The  ambulance  was  not  required  on  eleven  occasions 
when  a  call  was  answered. 

During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
agreements,  ambulance  service  was  rendered  on  eight  occasions 
in  the  Urmston  district  and  twelve  in  ITixton  and  Davyhulme.
